DREDGING IN NEW ZEALAND. 

The success of dredging as a branch 
of the gold-mining industry in New Zen- 
land is now so firmly established und so 
widely Tccognizod as to call for little 
comment. In the epace of the last thirty 
years, gold dredging has advanced by 
leaps and bo\inds, ns each fresh draprove- 
nient upon the eurly crude attempts has 
been added with satisfactory and stimu- 
lating results. It i.s now about thirty- 
tunr years, an far as can bo ascertained, 
sHice the first attempt to dredge the 
River .Molyneux ^vas made. The ranchine 
then crapioyod congistcd merely of a 
strong iron ring, technically known as a 
(spuon, to which was secured an ox-hide 
bag and a long polo. The process ..of 
dredging was as simple as thc^-.ineans 
emi)loyod. A rope was fasteried' to' the 
aforesaid iron ring anil secured to a band 
winch ; on the bank of the river. The 
bucJiet and pole were taken out and 
dropped into the stream by means of a 
bolt,, the bucltct being pressed by the ix)U! 
as deep as possible into the wash in the 
bed of tho river. All that remnint-tl to bo 
done wflti to haul the bucket' ashore with 
the help of the winch, the contents being 
then cradled in an ordinary miner's 
crtdle.— W. H. Cutten, In The Engineer- 
ing Magazine for February.

"It l6 believed here that the object of 
the Boers in occupying Ingutu, Zuluhuul, 
ia to secure the road from Dundee to 
N'ryheid in case of retreat." 

D U R B A N S E X P E C'iW T ION. 

A special despatch from Durban dated 
Sunday and referring to General BuMer's 
recrosstug Tugela in his advance upfm 
Ladysinith says: 

"It is prob:iblo that General Buller 
crossed at a spot above Trichard's Drift 
and that finding the enemy to the right, 
he is marching to Acton IIomi\i, whence 
the road to Ladysmith runs almost due 
east through a fairly open country. It i.s 
expected here that he will reach Lady- 
smith to-morrow (M<Hiday) .night." 

WAR OFFICE SILENT. 

London, Feb. 5, 4.30 a.ni.--Although 
there is no actual confirmation of the re- 
port that General Buller has recrosscd 
the Tugela on a third attempt to relitvc 
I.,adysniitli, it U known that the war of- 
fice has received several South African 
despatch^ which has not yet been pub- 
lished, and i; the advance is an actual 
fact, the secret i.s being well kept. 

There are newspaper despatches in 
plenty from Spearman's Camp up to Sun- 
day but there is no hint that an advance 
had been begun, and it is assumed in 
some quarters here that Lord Dandon- 
ald'a reconnolssance in the district oj 
Hongcr's Spoort may be the only found- 
ation -for the statement that Gencriil Bul- 
ler has started. 

SPE5CULATION IN LONDON. 

On the other hand, despatches from 
Ladysmith rather indicate that the ad- 
vance is in operation, by reporting fieavy 
firing on Friday and Saturday from the 
direction of Potgieter's Drift and Co- 
Icuso. 

A dcRpatcb to the Dally Chronicle from 
Ladysmith ddted yesterday sayw: "A 
report has reached us that one brigade 
has crossed the Tugela. 

The reports that tho Boers are re- 
conce.atrating around LudyHuiith aio 
also an indication that preparations arc 
being made to resist Gen. Buller or for 
an attempt to re-attack the garrison in 
anticipation of his advance. The fact, 
however, that firing has been reported 
under yesterday's date, either from 
Ladysmith or Spearman's Camp, might 
be interpreted to mean either that the 
attempt has failed or that Gen. Buller 
had merely nmde a demonstration on 
Friday or Saturday. 

Various runio:-s are current. One says 
that Gen. Buller is again nttacking 
Spion Kop from the side of Gen. Lyttle- 
ton's camp. Another is that he re- 
ceived information from the owner of 
SiiioM ICop farm and crossed by fords 
further west than Trichard's Drift. The 
military authorities in London think it is 
more likely that the crossing would be 
nuide east of Swartz Kop. 
GREAT NEWS WHEN IT COMES. 

Durban. Feb. -I.— Gen. Buller crossed 
the Tugela IMver I'^riday night and Ik 
nnirching on Ladysniith. No definite 
news will be permitted to go out until 
Ladysmith Is relieved. 

Lady.sniith, (Heliograph from Signal 
Ilill):— The garrison was much cheered 
hv hearing Gen. BuUer's guns yeeterday. 
The result of the engagement is not 
known. The Boers are again massing 
near Ladysmith, also moving another gnn 
toward Surprise Hill. We are qtiite 
ready for them if they contemplate 
another attack. 

London, Feb. 5.— The Associated Press 
learns onicinlly that absolutely no con- 
lirnnition has been received by tho war 
olllcc ci the ropo-t ;h:;t Riilh-r has re- 
crossed the Tvigela river and is nuirch- 
ing on Ladysmith. On the contrary, 
according to the information of the war 
ollice at tiie iiresent moment, there is 
everv indication that things are ipiiet at 
the "front, and that no. immediate move- 
ment is anticipated. Regarding the de- 
spatches from Ladysmith saying that 
Buller's guns have been heard there, it 
is surmised that some practice may have 
been going on with the new batteries 
which just reached the front.

London, Feb. 5. — In the House of Com- 
mo;is to-day, Mr. Chamberlain replied to 
a quwition in regard to the death notice, 
publicihed by the Standard ou Saturday 
ending: "McLanchlan— On Christmas 
Day, shot in the Market Square, Har- 
rismith, Orange Free State, South Af- 
rica, for refusing to fight against his own 
country, .Tohu ^IcLachlan, jr., aged 30, 
Idest son of John McLachlan of Wands- 
worth, and grandson of the late John Mc- 
Lachlan of Lambeth," 

Mr. Chamberlain said he had received 
I cable message from tho government of 
-N'atal to the effect that the report of the 
shooting of MeLaehlan had appeared in 
the prctM, but had been .subsequently eou- 
tradictcd. The governor added that he 
knew of no foundation for the report, 
but was trying to obtain information in 
regard to the matter. The government, 
-Mr. Chamberlain added, had asked the 
British ambassador at Washington to re- 
qne.sc the United States governaient to 
inquire into the matter at I'retoria 
through the United Slates consul there. 

Mr. (Jeorge Wyndhani. parliamentary 
under secretary for the war otllce, said, 
in answer to 11 question, that the govorn- 
nieut had no information regarding the 
alleged shooting of Iriah prii^onors by or- 
ders of Col. Baden-Pov.'cll and General 
Lord Metluien. 

Answering another question, Mr. 
Wyndhani said that the British artillery 
in South .Vfrica was fully np to the Con- 
tinental standard. Mr. A. J. Balfour, 
tlie government leader, .••epiyiug to Mr, 
Will. Redmond, Irlsli uatiounlist. Raid the 
secretary of state for the colonies never 
made !iny such announcement ae the cue 
referred to by -Mr. Itedinond, namely, 
that a triple alliance between Great Brit-, 
aiii, the United Statcis and Germany had 
been arrived at. 

Replying to n question by Mr. Red- 
mond, suggesting the formation of a 
volunteer corps :;i Ireland to replace tho 
troops withdrawn, Mr. Balfour said ho 
recognized tho patriotism of Mr. Red- 
mond's constituents, but to thus change 
the settled policy of the government re- 
quired further consideration. 

The debate on the address in reply to 
the speech from the throne was then 
resumed by Sir William Vernon llar- 
court. Liberal, who declared the war was 
due to a reversal of the policy laid down 
by the government in 1S81 and 18!)."j. 
Reviewing the negotiations Sir William 
said the great uiiBfortnne was that the 
men consulte<i in vccard to the situation 
in South Africa were the autiiors of the 
raid and the "zealots of Park I..ane."

LEAKAGE INVESTIGATION. 

Lo'ndoii, Feb. -t.— The secret investiga- 
tion into the leakiipre of inConiialion pass- 
ing over the cables from South Africa, 
whicli was commenced six weeks ago, 
ha« just been completed. It was fully 
believed here tSat on a number of occu- 
Hious newB of British reverses was 
known in Europe long boforo the inform- 
iition reached the government most con- 
<'erned. Newspnpera havu repeatedly 
given out what purported to be evidence 
ill support of these allegations and of the 
niarvclkuis means of communication waid 
to be possesftKi by Dr. Leyds, the Boer 
ngeut in Euroi>e, which enabled him to 
keep in tlio closest telegraphic touch with 
I'retoria, but the inquiry just closed has 
demonstrated that in no instance has 
Dr. Leyda had the news in advance of 
the British government. He has had in- 
formation, however, and has eommtmi- 
cated it to the foreign press before it 
was given out here, notably the news of 
the abandonment of Spion Kop. 

The solution of the mystery is that 
there has been a treasonHble leakage of 
news and the traitor is located either on 
the Eastern Telegraph Company'fi staff 
or the war otUce itself. For fully a 
iiioiitU past the airaugemejit has been 
that as soon as General Buller or Gen- 
eral Uoberts sent a cable message of 
more than usual importance, the iiiios 
have been closed for a cerliiin number 
of hours, fiomutiiues Iweuly-Cour and 
even diplomatic despatches liave tmou 
Itept back on the plea that some soerion 
of the cable route was iiUerrupti'd, but 
<lespito these precautions news has i e- 
piMitediy leaked out and now the eft'orls 
of the investigation are concentrated up- 
on the discovery of the exact point of 
lealsngc. 

The East Telegraph people are proud 
of llioir titiiff ami certain of their loyalty 
iind they .-coiit the idea that the leakage 
is upon their system. It is pointed out, 
moreover, that any telegraph operator de- 
hiring te act as a. traitor must be ac- 
quainted with the war olllcc secret code, 
and must have another code with which 
to commtmioatc with an accomplice in 
Paris, or BrussL»ls, but the British gov- 
ernment has control of the entire tele- 
graph system here, and since the war has 
been a month old, an. aijcnt of the witr 
office has. been In the foreign gallery of 
the Central telegraph office, London. 
There arc two or three routes over which 
moHsagcs iiiight go,' such as the Spanish 
cable to Bilbao, and the American cables 
to .New York and back to the l''reiich 
cable. The government enipiirers^ have 
eatlsfipd thenisplvts that these lines are 
not lu^ed by the. conspirators. The prob- 
aliihty is, however, that they may have 
been used without the knowledge of the 
cable authorities. In cases where Dr. 
Leyds had really a long start on the 
London newspapers the conspirators evi- 
dently sent despatches by special mes- 
sengcrs to Boulogne and.. Calais,, n'ithin 
four hours of Loudon, whence ttie.v tcle- 
grnphed to Dr. Leyd.s. 

Olio man at least has beiMi sliajlowed 
for weeks by British detectives. Tie is 
the London correspondent of ;i Paris 
morning paper which is subsidized by 
Dr. Leyds. The correspondent's des- 
Iiatches "have daily been stndied with ex- 
treme care, but, without tlie (Tiiicovory of 
nnylhiiig calculated to confirm the siis- 
idcions that ho is an intermediary be- 
tween Dr. Leyds and those milkiag Britr 
ujh,goycrnmeijt,(lc^spatches. , .

It is be- 
lieved that the Claytou-Biilwer tnvity 
was talked of, and it is also lielicved 
that it Great Britain will consent to 
yield her position toward the Nicaragua 
canal this is an opportune moment for 
negotiations. Neither the British foreign 
otliee nor the United Slates embassy lias 
any cotiiiiuiuicatioii to make regarding 
the iiitcrcliaiige of ideas on subjects 
lioudiiig and nut .vet completed. 

Washington, Feb. 4.— The United 
States ami Great Britain, it was learned 
to-night, have reached an amicable 
ngroomont respecting the operation of 
the Clnyton-Bulwer treaty as affecting 
till! right of construction and control by 
ilie United States of the proposed 
Nicarngua canal. The result marks the 
termination of conferences between the 
oilicials of the state department nnd 
Lord Pauncefote of fully a year's dura- 
tion nnd during which a number of 
meetings were held. Great Britain 
agrees to a modification of the Clayton- 
Bulwer treaty by which she practically 
relinquishes any claims respecting a dual 
control of the Nicaragua canal after it 
shall be constructed. The result, there- 
fore, is to eliminate tliat feature of the 
treaty liearing on the subject of dual 
control and to leave the United States 
free to construct and thereafter control 
this great iiiter-ocennic waterway. From 
the same aiithoritntivo quarter it is 
ascertained that England has' made no 
demands for a (luid pro quo for Iier 
abandonment of whatever rights she 
may have had under the treaty, and 
which she now promises to relinquish.

It was pointed out to the 
former consul that the state department 
had given out thtit he ivas no longer 
connected with that branch of the ser- 
viee and that for that reason he was free 
to talk. To this ho replied: "T can't help 
that. I consider that I am connected 
with the department until I have r(-- 
portod in Washington." 



BECOMES A BAPTIST. 

Reformed Church Pastor Cannot Con- 
tlDuo Practice of Sprinkling Infants. 

New York, Feb. 4.— The Rev. Dr. 
Madison I'eters. pastor of the Blooming- 
dale Reformed church, rcid his resigna- 
tion Ihis morning to his eongreg.'ition. 
Ill bis letter Dr. Peters said that his sole 
reason for resigning was that, after 
years of honest and prayerful investiga- 
tion, he had come to the deliberate con- 
clusion that the Bihle — the Protestant's 
only rule of faith— teaches baptism for 
believers only.

Marvellous Vocalization Without 
the Spirit or the Soul 
of Music. 



Cellist Blumenberg and Pianist 
Selden Pratt Assist in a 
Cias&IcctI, Programme.

At till- iiap.io time it may nut unlruth- 
fully he said that selilom has a (.-oueert 
been Kiveii in this city which more 
signally failed to reach the heart's re- 
sponsive chord. It was a eoueert iu 
which the iiiti'llectual side of music was 
ever-picHent— the sympathetic quality 
conspicuously absent. 

.Madame Nevada ccrlainly proved lier- 
selC a vocalist whose work approaches 
the marvellous. Not only does she illus- 
trate the superlativi- of pliability and 
de.Kterity iu the hmnaii voice, but there 
are iu her tricks oj! siiigins certain 
prettincsses and dainty efforts of acro- 
batic vocalization thut make her title of 
the " Dresden cliinn prima donna " a not I 
undeserved cr inapt one. | 

At the same time one is always con 
scious of . sometliing. wanted— somothiiib' 
that music means. In everything she 
sings there is absolute frigidity with 
correctness and mechanical perfection. 
Not one note comes sweet and natural as 
the thrilling of the birds— not one note 
would bring the smile spontaneously to 
the lip of the unbidden tear to the eye. 

It is truly a wonderful voice — but 
Nevada's music is always rendered, not 
sung. 

In the " Bell Song " from " Lakme " 
yesterday ev(!ning, .«lie gave a glimpse 
of the apparently rich dramatic capabili- 
ties of her voice; in the more generally 
pleasing " Shall I Wear a White Hose, 
Shall I "Wear a Red?" her style and 
phrasing were admirably artistic and 
appreciable; in the encore number, 
"Vogel in Wnldo" (Taubert), she demon 
strated tliat her art is not without the 
occasional demonstration of dainty 
humor; and in the " Shadow Dause " 
from Meyerbeer's " Dinorah " she ap- 
proached more closely to really pleasing 
than in all else. 

Each number was received with com- 
plimentary applause, but the fact that 
the heart of Uio public is not to be satis 
fied with artificiality (however ezcellent) 
was unconsciously and immediately at- 
tested when in reply to a last encore the 
songstress appeared, and the first notes 
of " Suwonee Kiver " were given by the 
talented young accompanist. Then it 
was that for the onco of all the evening 
the spontaneous pleasure of the audience 
was cxpressod, and critic aiul unedu- 
cated music-lover settled comfortably 
down to enjoy themselves. 

That they did not do so is the severest 
commentary on Nevada's art. 

Unquestionably an equal, if not a 
fuller measure of popularity in last 
evening's concert fell to the share of tlie 
'cellist, Mr. I^ouis Blumenberg, whose 
lecliniquo proved in itself a fascinating 
study, and whoso choice of theme more 
captured the popular taste. lie was 
especially good in the Berceuse (Henard) 
given in acknowledgment of a recall on 
his first selection; in the well known 
and beautifully descriptive " Spinning 
Wheel " (I'opper) ; and in the " Danse 
Hollandaisc " (Dunkler), which he gener- 
ously added to his last programme num- 
ber in response to an insistent demand 
for more. 

Of Mr. Selden Pratt, the pianist, it 
may be said that be admirably illus- 
trates the new German school of ultra- 
.•subordinated accompanying, and plays in 
all capacities — either na accompanist or 
soloist, with much tasto and musicianly 
grace. The one thing lacking perhaps 
is thorough confidence and vigor in its 
place; and it is quite to be anticipated 
that this will come, for the young pian- 
ist has but recently completeii his 
twentieth year, and has his career all 
before him.

The mystery of the EaBau robbery 
was solved yesterday in the luo.st sur- 
prising manner when Chief Jarvis dis- 
covered that the burglars had actually 
been in his hands for a w-eek, and that 
one of them carrieil between his (shoul- 
ders a bullet from Dr. LaBau's gun. The 
two prisoner.-s, Sullivan and Gannon, 
wer(f arrested on Saturday last and 
charged with burglary. When Dr. La- 
Bau's premises were searched by the 
police after the burglary a hat was 
found bearing the name of Kelly, a 
tough citizen who had recently been 
discharged from the provincial jail. The 
two prisoners ktid been seen with Kelly 
on the previous night, so they wore ar- 
rested on suspicion of being implicated 
with him In the affair. 
^The police went on the theory that 
Kelly Lad been in the burglary, and that 
he carried one or more of the bullots fired 
by Dr. LnBau. Accordingly they devot- 
ed their attention to searcliing for Kelly 
to no avail. Then Chief Jarvis learned 
that the hat bearing Kelly's name origin- 
ally belonged to E. T. H. Simpkins, 
registrar, and on taking it to the court 
house Mr. Simpkinn identified the head- 
gear, stating that he had given it to 
Gannon while the latter was, with other 
prisoners from the jail, whitewashing the 
court house. This dire<'ted tlie chief's at- 
tention buck to the pair iu custody, and 
he determined to have them stripped and 
searched. This w-as done and the tell- 
tale bullet wound w-as promptly found. 
The ball had Btruck Sullivan as lie stood 
endeavoring to open the door leading 
from Dr. LaBau's house. It just touch- 
ed the iii«ide edge of the left shoulder- 
blade, and glanced into his back near 
the spine. Sullivan stated that it had 
not given him any pam worth speaking 
about. 

The two men confessed to the crime 
and told the whole story. Gannon said 
he was taking Sullivan home to a shack 
up on the hill, when they paused Dr. La- 
Bau's residence and determined to go in. 
Gannon states that Kelly gave hmi a 
piece of paper to wad out the baud of 
the hat, and the paper happened to have 
Kelly's name on it. He states thut Kelly 
loft them early in the evening, and that 
tile suspected man knew nothing of the 
burglary. Sullivan's wound does not 
look very dangerou.«. Dr. LaBau exain- 
iiied it yesteriiiiy, and asked Sulllvnn it 
he would dre.vi it. "I <ion't care," -yi-.'is 
the reply. "You put that ball there, and 
I'd just as soon you took it out as anyone 
else." Dr. Symons <ireased the puncture, 
and will extract the ball to-day. The 
men come up before magistrate Crease 
thLs morning on remand. — 'rribune, Feb- 
ruary.

THE WAK. 

The interest in what is transpiring iu 

Natal was iiovor so great as at present, 
ftud this is due largely to tUe atmosphere 
ot mystery which surrouuds the scene of 
action. How much tratJa there is in the 
reports that have boon sent over the 
wires is at the presi'ut writing beyond 
even a reasonable surmise. There seoms 
to 1)0 no reason to believe that Buller 
would remain inactive very long, and 
the statement that he was ready fur a 
forward movement on Thursday or Fri- 
day is probably correct. AVe have re- 
ports of heavy fighting on Saturday, and 
a rumor of a victory for our arms. 
They are simply uiiconlirmed. They 
resemble in this respect the first reports 
received of the reverses at Colenso and 
Spiim I\op. Those came through in th(! 
I'oi-ui of uiu'(jiirn-mc(.I ruuKirs in the first 
instance. Further than thia we have 
nothing to suggest in explanation of the 
despatches, which are rendered all the 
nuiTL' diiricult to uiidorsiand by the fact 
that no word has conio c>C Llie where- 
abouts of DundoualU's cavalry, or what 
Geu. Liyttlcton's brigade is doing uorih 
of the Tugela. 

The despatch ot the Hying (-oluam 
through Zululaud is now said to bo 
the purpose of cutting off the enemy's 
connections. It has probably taken the 
route which we indicated a few weeks 
ago as one by which Dundee could be 
reached without serious opposition by a 
force not encumbered with too many 
" inipodiinonta." The great trouble with 
which our generals have to contend is 
the same one that embarrassed Caesar 
in his campaign in Gaul. The great 
Boman general experienced the diihculty 
of contending with forces more mobile 
than his own, but he won in the end. 
To transport a modern army of only 
10,000 men with its supplies is a very 
serious matter. The force that has gouo 
through Zululand is doubtless as lightly 
equipped as is possible under the circum- 
stances. 

As far as can be gathered from the 
despatches, a fine piece of woric is being 
done in Cape Colony and on the southern 
border of the Free State. The enemy 
are entrenched at Stormberg and Culos- 
berg. To carry these positions by direct 
assaults would involve great sacrifice of 
life; but if the enemy attempts to re- 
treat from them he will have to moot 
our troops in the open country, and this 
is just what we want, for we are in a 
position to annihilate him, if we get him 
beyond his entrenchments. Meanwhile 
a strong force is to be pushed through 
to Norval's Pont. This will effectually 
cut off the retreat of the enemy from 
(!oIosherg, and will enable us to take 
po.ssession of Springtontein Junction and 
thus cut off his retreat from Stormberg, 
if he should attempt it. What is of 
greater importance is that it will cut off 
tlu' oiiemy from his base of supplios. and 
if this can be accomplished his uncon- 
ditional surrender will only be a matter 
of a short time. If the movement on 
Nerval's Pont proves successful, the re- 
sult will hardly bo second in importance 
to the relief of Ladysmith. If the two 
events happen slmultanteously, the end 
of the war will be in sight. 



VERY LIKE A CRISIS. 

The status Jn local politics is iu the 
nature of a crisis, and if ever there 
was a care in which the prerogative of 
the orown might he properly i xor<nscd to 
r«-ostnhlish settled political comlitionn. 
We have our> nmv in British Cohiniljia. 
The principle Jying at the foundation of 
parliamentary government is that the ma- 
jonily shall rule. By "majority" a ma- 
jority of the reproNentativcs is nuMint, ex- 
cept, of c(iurno, at eloctions. Statut™ 
gain their sanction from the consent of 
the majority. At present the govern- 
ment can not count upon a majority for 
its measures. AAniether tlie hills it iji- 
troduces will conimand a sulllcieiit nuui 
bor of votes to get them through th( 
house depends «oIely upon «omc one mem- 
ber. It may be Mr. Prentice to-day; it 
may lie .Mr. Maepherson to-nmrrow or 
Mr. Snihh the next day. And so wo 
might go the roundt^ of the seats nn the 
right ot the Speaker. Or it may easily 
happen that some member may be taki>n 
ill, or may be detained accidentally or 
otherwise from the house, and the gov- 
ornment may be able to got its nio,'isur(>B 
tlirough hy tlie vote of the Sppakor aluiio. 
This may be sullicient for the present 
purposes of the goreriiment, but it is not 
sumcicnt fo satisfy public opinion, which 
w!ll revolt againut legislation foisted \ip- 
<i;i il ill this way, and it must ho highly 
unsatisfactory to the Moiiloiiaiil (lover- 
■ nor, when he comes to ho askod in give 
h'm assent to measures |)assiMl hy a tech- 
nical or accidental majority of the mem- 
bers. Wo can readily imagine that a 
lieutenant-governor would find himself 
exceedingly embarras<<oil, if .nskcd to give 
his assent to any measures e.tcopt those 
Of the merest Toutine character carried 
by' a government situated as the present 
government is. We do not Huggest that 
the simple fact of a bill being cnrrirtl by 
a. narrow majority i.s u reawon %vhy a 
lieutenant-governor ahoujd refuse his as- 
sent, 'alth6ugh 'ill provinces' where the 
single, chamber system prevails we are 
not Btirc that it might not be. In Groat 
Britain' a narrow majority would be re- 
garded by -the Hon8o<of<:-IjQrds;, as suffl- 
cfcnf 'grimiid to throw out o''Wli-dnd so It 



would be in the Dominion Senate, and 
the {n:eates|'JtiQklac^'ft)^ithe|iTig^ of the 
elective representativDsi of^'tho people 
would not protest that the ground wita 
inadequate. No ministry would com- 
plain if the upper chamber rejected a 
bill maUing any radical change, dn the 
hiw for such a reason. In most of tlie 
Canadian provincos there is only a single 
Jogi.slative chamber, and thorc is conso- 
(luontly no safeguard against legislation 
carried by means of the Speaker's vote 
or by a narrow and fluctuating majority 
of one. The whole responsibility is 
thrown upon the lieutenant-governor, 
who is 3i:pposed to exercise the preroga- 
tive acl■ordin^'ly as ho is advised by min- 
isters possessing the confidence of an un- 
doubted majority of the people's represen 
tattves. If Mr. Semlln could point out 
to Lieutenant-Governor Mclnnos that al- 
though a particular measure was carried 
only by a very narrow majority, hi 
under normal circumstances supported by 
a substantial working majority of the 
house, wc do not say that the Lieutenant 
Governor ought not to follow his advice 
and assent to the bill. But Mr. Seuilin 
can give no such guarantee. 

So mucli 'n regard to bills. But the 
same rule applies with equal force to the 
passing of supply. The margin of dis 
cretion vctJted in the government as tc 
the manner in which the supplies voted 
-shall be expended is wide, and the pro 
visions for what are commonly called 
oniorgoi'.i'y ox;)onditureci is of groat scope. 
To this class of nuitters must bo added 
the uumorr)us things authorized to bo 
done by tho Lioutenant-Governor-in-coun- 
oil. Tho prit^iiin|itiiiii is that before a 
lioutonant-govoriuu' signs a warrant 
which is only brought within the scope of 
tho estiinativi by tho express opinion of 
the attorney-general, or before he puts 
his name to a warrant for an cstraordin 
ary, or emergency, expenditure, or before 
he exercises the very wide powers vested 
in the limitenant-gDvei aor-in-oouncil, h 
will have tho advice of ministers, behind 
whom he has reason to believe ithero 
stands a aubstantial majority of the to- 
prosontativos of the people. I>ioutoiiaiit- 
Govoniur Mcliiiies can have no such r 
son at the present time. Indeed wo do 
not sec how the government of the coun 
try can go on without violence being 
done to the principles of responsible and 
parliamentary government, if His Honor 
allows his present advisers to continue in 
office. We can imagiuo him saying to 
them that as there is not in British Col- 
umbia any second legislative chamber to 
stand as a buffer between the elective 
body and the representative of the crown, 
ho must insist tipon having advisors who 
have unmistakable inroof that they can 
at all times command a working major- 
ity of the members of the legislature. 
When the Turner ministry was dismiss- 
ed all tho Colonist over clainiod on this 
point was that the Lieutenant-Governor 
ought to have awaited the verdict of the 
house aud not have anticipated it. We 
never claimed that Mr. Turner ought to 
remain in power if ho was found not to 
have a working majority. Mr. Turner in 
his place in the house only claimed that 
ho ought to have been brought face to 
face with the people's roiirosentatives, 
and his former colleagues in oflice took 
tho same position. Beyond the shadow 
of a doubt if Jlr. Turner had mot the 
house and been proved not to have a 
working majority, he would have placed 
his resignation in the hands of the Lien- 
tenant-(;ovornor without being askod for 
it, and have loft tho decision as to what 
should be done iu such an emergency in 
Hiifi Honor's hands, where it constitu- 
tionally belongf". Jlr. Semlin stands in 
just this position. Ho has not a work- 
inc in.Tjority of tho liouso; ho cannot even 
pretend to have a bare majority. This has 
been demonstrated not .simply by, in 
the constitutional way, but by the votes 
of tho liDUrto which arc recorded in tho 
.lounials. It. is Mr. Somlin's duty to 
iay to Ills Honor that ho oaunot carry 
on the a flairs of tho province as is c(Ui- 
templatod by the constitution. If he fails 
to do this, it will, we submit, shortly be- 
come the duty of His Honor to ask him 
fiMT hif) resignation, for the Queen's gov- 
ernment must, not only go on, but go on 
oonstitTitionally. 



THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS ACT. 

The proposed amendments to the Pub- 
lic Schools Act were brought down ye»- 
terdny. They are not very numerous 
and their value is not very great. The 

first change pmixisod is in tho Intorpro- 
tatiuii .\ct, and dolini's what the words 
" resident," " householder " and " free- 
holder " mean. A resident is a person 
who actually dwells or has his place of 
imsinoss within a sohi.ol district, luid it 
thorofore prevents non-residents from 
voting, uo matter how much property 
they may have in a rurul school district. 
.V householder in a city is declared to be 
a iioraon holding or occupying premises 
and paying a rental or rent value of 
.*!<!U a year; in a rural district a house- 
holder is any person residing or having 
his i)lace ot business in a district. A 
frooholdor is described to mean a person 
having a freehold estate. The original 
School Act does not define those terms, 
and the amendment seems to be desir- 
able. 

The second change applies the provi- 
sions of the law relating to cities to all 
the cities of the province now or here- 
after incorporateil, the original act hav- 
ing been framed to apply only to Vic- 
toria, Vancouver, Nanaimo and New 
Westminster. 

The third change provides that the 
four candidates out of seven* who re- 



ceive the highest number of votes at a 
city achool'electioi -^^^^ ijsf trye Cf orftwo 
years. Wd" &rawf.attehfeott to '^^^ 
that no provision is made jn:'the amend- 
ment for vacating .all'"' the trusteeships, 
and unless this is done there cannot 
very well be ," a first election under this 
net," to which this section can apply. 

The fourth change applies section 34 
of the original act to all the cities of 
the province instead of those specially 
named in that act. 

The fifth change is a new provision 
and is as follows: 

(). The said act is hereby amended by 
inserting after section 3-1 thereof tlie 
following section ; 

"3-la. City school districts shall bo 
divided into the following classes: 

" (1.) City school districts ot the first 
class, including all incorporated cities 
and towns wherein the average actual 
daily attendance e<iuuls or exceeds 3.5U0 
for the year. 

" (L*.) City school districts of the second 
class, including nil incorporated cities 
and towns wherein the average actual 
daily attendance equals or exceeds 600 
for the year, and comprising at the pres- 
ent time the cities of Victoria, Vancou- 
ver, New Westminster and Nanaimo. 

" i3.) City school districts oi the third 
closs, Including nil the Incorporated 
cities and towns wherein the average 
actual dally attendance falls below 50U 
for the year, aud comprising at the pres- 
ent time the cities of Cumborland, 
Columbia, Grand Forks, Greenwood, 
Kamloops, Kaslo, Nelson, Uevelstoke. 
IJdssland, Sandou, \'ornon ;uid the town 
of Wellington. All cities and towns 
that may hereafter be incorporated from 
time to time shall also bo includ-'d iu 
one or other of thest? three classes; |)ro- 
vided, however, that no city or town 
shall he transferred fnun cuio class to 
another except during the uumth of 
July, and then only with tho consonl of 
the Lioutenant-Govornor-in-Council." 

The sixth (■haiigo makes the per capita 
grant per pupil ."^lO in cities and towns 
of the first class, ?15 in those ot tho 
second class, and $20 In those of tho 
third class. Tho act as It now stands 
provides for a per capita grant of $10 in 
Victoria, Vaiicoiivor. New Wostuiiustor 
and Nanaimo. Tho restriction of the 
application of certain sections in the act 
to these four cities is no longer proper, 
soeiiiB that wo have now fifteen cities 
and towns having corporate powers. 
The change in tlie per capita grant is 
the principal alteration in the lawi and 
there will bo some doubt whether It is 
Hdvisoble to make the schools of the 
cities a greater charge upon the provin- 
cial revenue than they now are. 

The soveutli change i)rovides for the 
appoiutmcut of school inspectors in cities 
of tho first and second classes. 

The eighth change provides tor the 
election of a school board in rural locali- 
ties not inclndod iu a school district. 

The ninth change applies to temporary 
certificates of teachers, which are not to 
be Issued except in case of sickness, until 
tiiree months after the publication of the 
result of tho annual teachers' csamlna- 
tion in the Gazette. 

The tenth change is one necessitated 
by tho incorporation of new cities and 
towns, but does not alter tho law. 

The elcveuth change applies to 
teachers' certificates and is as follows: 

12. Section 67 of said act Is hereby 
repealed and the following section is 
substituted therefor: 

" ti". Tho board of examiners shall 
have authority to grant certificates as 
follows: 

"(,1.) Third Glass, Grade B, valid for 
one year; if issued after July 1, 1001 

valid for three years. 

" ('2.) Third Class, Grade A, valid for 
two years; if issued after July 1, 1901, 
valid for four years. 

" (.1.) Second Class. Grade B, valid for 
three years; if issued after July 1, 
10(11, valid tor live years. 

" (4.) Second Class, Grade A, valid for 
five years; if issued after .Inly 1, 1001, 
valid for life, or during good behavior. 

" (.').) I'-irst Class, Grade B, valid for 
life, or during good behavior. 

" (C; First Class, Grade A, valid for 
life, or during good behavior. 

The twelfth change is a new provision 

and reads thus: 

. i^ection 34 of said act is hereby re- 
pcnlod and the following section is sub- 
stit!ited therefor: 

" I'A. The .■salaries of teachers em- 
ployed in the public schools in all incor- 
porated cities and towns shall he fixed 
iind pnid at the discretion of the school 
trustee."! ot said citie.-i nnd towus ro- 
spoctively; and such salaries and all 
otlior oxixMisos for the purchase and 
lease of school silos, erection, eularge- 
inent or rent of school buildings, for fur- 
nilnro and repairs, and .ill other incn- 
dental oxponscs wli.Ttsocver, incurred by 
the board of Inisloes in tho respective! 
cities and towns, shall be borne and paid 
by the municipal corporations of said 
cltien and towns respectively," 

Vi'c- have not many c(uiiments to make 
upon these amendments. They appear 
unnlijo(-tionBblo except, perhaps, that ro- 
Inliii;; to the per capita allowance to 
cities, and wc refrain from expressing 
any oiiinion nn this until wc have heard 
nbil tho covorumont may say about it

After he had directed the attention of 
the house to the original article— Ihe 
groi'.scst criminal libel in nil probability 
tliat was I'ver perpetrated in any Cana- 
dian province against any liigli otl'.cial of 
llcr Majesty— it was deelared by the edi- 
tor that the objectionable article was 
p"uhlislied without his approval, and an 
apology was made, .sow, however, see- 
ing that the government was taking no 
step for the punishment of the author of 
the libel, it was not onl3' repeated, but 
justified and boasted of. Ho would like 
to know what the government Intended 
to do. 

Hon. Mr. Henderson, replying, said 
that as the honorable member for Van- 
couver and other honorable members 
were quite aware, the Kamloops Stan- 
dard purported to be published by a 
limited liability company, duly incor- 
porated, 'rhis being the case, it had 
been the intention of the government to 
proceed against that company 'or de- 
famatory libel at the next sitting— or a 
special Bitting— of the court of assize. 
As the insult to the crown had now been 
repeated and emphasized, it would, how- 
ever, become necessary in all probability 
to deal with the writer and the editor in 
their individual capacities. To speak 
plainly, the governnieiit bud at first re- 
garded tlie writer of the objectionable 
reference ns not ot sufhcient importance 
to justify any action being taken against 
him personally. It bail been thought 
best to deal with the responsible com- 
pany. The situation appeared to have 
been changed by the latest publication, 
which had only been brought to his 
notice on Saturday, and he liad already 
given instructions to institute summary [ 
proci'cdings against the writer and the 
editor of the paper. He assured the 
honorable meinber for Vancouver City 
that the goveranieiit had no intention, 
and had liad no intention, of allowing 
the matter to drop, 

Mr. .Martin was pleased In receive this 
assurance, but did not see that the more 
recent publication in any \>ay changed 
the casi'— it could not make llie original 
insult to the representative of the crown 
any more i,'ii.s-i lo- ll.-igrant. lie looked 
upon it as niter nonsense in such a case 
to proceed against a company— certainly 
no one cared two straws about the 
Kamloops Standard Publishing Co., or 
what was done to them. It was the 
individual who was guilty ot the crime— 
the man himself — who should be pun- 
ished. The duty of the government 
from the first hud been to proceed 
against the writer and the editor; they 
might even deal with those who sold the 
paper containing the libel. lie was glad 
to see that the government Intended 
proceeding on these lines without any 
further delay,

LIQUOR LICENSE ACT. 

'The house then went into committee 
(Mr. McBrido chaii-man) on the Liiiiior 
License Act amendment bill. 

Mr. Booth sujlgcsted that the chief 
constable of the district should be ap- 
pointed as a third member of the board 
of commissioners. This, however, was 
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not approved by Mr. Cotton, as it would 
make it appear that the go'^ernmcut 
wished to control the gratting ot 
licenses, whereas the idea wns to give 
local option as far as possible. 

Mr. .Tosciih Martin said if the com- 
missioners were proper men there was 
no necessity to have ii third. It they 
did not agree the license would not issue. 
The law was clear on that point. If in 
North Victoria the commissioners had 
not done right, the facts should be laid 
before the govcrument. 

Jlr. Henderson said the commissioner 
complained of had not been re-commit- 
tcd. 

Mr. Eborts said the old ttct evidently 
contemplated the appointment Of a third 
commissioner. 

Mr. Ootton said the law bad worked 
very well for two years. There had 
been few complaints, but many requests 
to have it apply to other districts. 

Jlr. .Toseph Martin said the honorable 
leader of the opposition liad not been 
quite correct the other day in saying 
this act had to be all changed. If the 
honorable leader of the opposition would 
loidc back on lii.s own term as premier, 
hf; would Seen that scarcely any act he 
had brought in had to be changed less 
than the one now under discnssion. The 
principle wns not affected, but the 
merest details. 

Mr. A. W. Smith said it should be 
made more plain that constables should 
act as inspectors all through the year, 
and not just at the lime a license was 
asked for. 

Mr. Cotton said as a rule this was 
done, and the government was in receipt 
of numerous reports on which the com- 
missioners would doubtless decline to re- 
new a license. The <|uestioii of appoint- 
ing iiarlisiiiis of the government ns 
license commissioners cnme up incident- 
ally, and jirovokcd i|Uite a long speech 
on this point by Mr. Joseph Martin, who 
dechired himself strongly opposed to such 
a practice. He said it should not be 
made a political matter. In the ap- 
pointment of civil servants, however, he 
adinittcd that preference should be 
shown to their own supportera 

^Ir. .7. M. Martin explained that 
where government supporters hud been 
seleeted it was merely incidental, the 
best men for the positions being of their 
own political faith. 

On each of the clauses some discussion 
took i>hico, the net result of which was 
that some slight alterations were made 
on 11 line with previous suggestions by 
hoiiorablo members on both sides of the 
house. -As to the iniiiiber of days' notice 
to be required of advertisement, consid- 
erable ilisciission took place. Mr. .Toseph 
.Martin [iriiposed to make it 21 days, but 
this was voted down. Mr. P"rontic(> 
voted with the opposition. The govern- 
ment then volunteered to accept 1-1 
days. 

In the cotirse of his remarks Mr. Mar- 
tin said that he had drawn up tlie act 
himself and had it passed last session, 
and conseiiuently took !i deep interest in 
it. He would therefore like the govern- 
ment to exphihi why they had proposed 
to change the time to seven days. 

Mr. Pooley was pleased to liear Mr. 
Martin admit that lie bad drawn the act. 
It showed that there was nothing in thi' 
statement of an Esfiuimalt license coiii- 
niissioners that it had been found in a 
pigeon-hole by the g..voriiiiient. 

I'he government did not give the iii- 
foniinlion asked for by .Mr. Martin. 

'iVlieii the clause providing for the 
repeal of the bond was reached, Mr. 
Deaiie moved the striking out ot sub- 
sections in the old act providing that nu 
applicant for a license must apply to his 
neighbors for an allldavit saying that 
he bad not been convicted of felony and 
that ho was 21 years of ngo. 

Objection to the bond repeal came from

Since October, l.S'.KI. I have visited three 
times the school for deaf, dumb and blinil 
presently held In A. O. i:. \V, baililiiig, 

_thls city, and conducted liy Miss II. W. 

'Merrltt. I make no claim to he a profes- 
slnnal cilueatlqniillsl, nor a specialist In the 
almost upglcet'cd— HO faviHS our province. Is 
concerned— department of education and 
philanthropy now under revtow, but ns a 
layman deeply sympatbetlc with the mi.v, 
meat to establish a permanent institution 
for the bcueflt of such unfortunate of tb > 
classes already described, who are or may 
bo residents of our province, I may be al- 
lowed to testify OH follows: 

1. That In my Judgment the need for such 
an liistltntloii has been demonstrated (a) 
by tho nmouat wlilcli our provincial govern- 
ment expends for deaf mutes being educat- 
ed In other provinces and In the United 
States; (b) by the numlier of pnpile now 
In the school (5) and those reported from 
other parts of the province; (c) by the suc- 
rcKs of Miss Merrltt's efforts with the 
pupils. 

2. That Miss Merrltt's work on behalf of 
her pupils, for the past tour months averag- 
ing only If) hours per week, has been In my 
opinion very successful, (a) In physical 
development. In four puptts vocal and 
nurnl powers thought to have been atro- 
phied or dormant bave responded to treat- 
ment and are growing enconraglngly. The 
sense of touch In one blind pupil recently 
admitted shows Improvement— besides this 
good effects of the general physical culture 
which is an Integral part of Miss Merrltt's 
system, (b) Mental powers have been de- 
veloped In each of the pupils. One pupll- 
a young woman heretofore Incorrectly deslg 
nated imbecile— has evinced a mental aw.-ik 
enlng and gives promise of artistic tnlent 
far beyond mediocrity. The Campbell child 
ron In three brief months have learned to 
read and write very well Indeed for child 
rcn without previous training, (e) Indus 
trial development. This department Is of 
ucceaslly limited, but what Is shown of 
samples of sewing, and the children demon- 
strating their mluile housekeeping, are cal- 
culated to materially aid these young lives 
to usefnlness and independence, and even 
these beginnings are creditable alike to 
teacher and scholar, (d) Moral '.develop- 
ment. In this department I believe deaf 
mutes present greater difficulty than ordin- 
ary pupils. But tt difficulty appreciated Is 
half overcome. 

Miss Merrltt happily ror.Ilies that In 
awakening and harmony of tin? will power 
of the pupil— In the development of self- 
control, C()iiC(Mitratlon and apiillcatlon— on 
tin se all the success of her work depends. 

I congratulate illss Merritt on having suc- 
cessfully, tlirongh much labor and patience, 
lifted up the need for the proposed institu- 
tion to the public eye, and I congratulate 
the province on the election of a temporary 
board of trnstees, of the weight nnd wisdom 
with which its pers^nell endows It, and I 
express the hope that their honorary and 
valued service will speedily result in an In- 
slitutlon for the deaf, dumb and blind com- 
mc-nsurate with Its needs, and equipped as 
bcflttcth' the niost modern and progressive 
of the provlnecs-of our fair Dominion.

The all-Important section la Mr< McBrlde's 

bin to amend Vne MuhlclpaV-BIccUons Act 
reads as folU'ivs: 

a. Instead of the method of voting now In 
force. It shall be competent for municipal- 
ities by resoiutlou or by-law to adopt the 
system of voting hereinafter provided. 

The votes In this system shall be given as 
follows: 

(a.) The returning ofUeer shall in the day 
previous to the polling deliver to the deputy 
returning officer for each polling division 
one voting machine, known as the Imperial 
Automatic Voting Machine, which inaehluo 
shall be pro.'idcd l>y the municipal council. 

(b.) Th(' deputy returning eflleer for each 
polllne division shall upon the opening of 
the poll open and expuse to view- in the 
presence of tho caudldates (If present) and 
their agents or any person In their behalf 
then present the dials upon the registers 
and any other parts of the mechanism of 
said machine and then lock and seal the 
same, and the keys thereof Shall be kept 
by him, and the sold dials Shall not be re- 
..pi iieil until the close of the poll. 

(<'.) Uvery elector shall vote according to 
the instructions provided for the proper 
working of said Imperial Automatic Vollni; 
machine; 

(d.) Immediately after the close of the 
poll, the deputy returning officer shall. In 
the presence of the clerk and the candidates 
or their ngcnl". and If the candidates and 
their agents mr absent, then In the pres- 
ence of at IcM-i three electors, open the 
face of the dhils of toe voting registers and 
Hike down tlir mnnbers which tlo' dials re- 
cord anil then ic luck and seal the same; 

(e.) The deimty returning officer iihal! 
make oul ;i .-lulemeul of th» number of 
votes reglsiei-e.l for i-ach eandhlnte, which 
stalenieni shall bi' slgneil by himself and 
each of the i-undldates or their agents, and 
he shall make and keep by him a copy of 
such staienunt and enclose In a scaled 
package the original Matement, together 
with the voters' lists, a list of the electors 
who voted, nnd sucli otner lists and docu- 
ments as may have been used at such elec- 
tion. The sealed package and voting mach- 
ine shall 1)0 delivered forthwith to the re- 
turning officer; 

If.) Upon receiving the voting machines 
and sealed packages from the several depu- 
ly returning nfllcers, the returning ofllcer 
shall. 111 the iireseuce of nuch (,'nndldalea or 
their agi'iits us iniiy be In attendance, count 
the number of votes as shown by the state- 
ments of the deputy returning officers as 
the number of votes to w-lilch each .'audi- 
dati' Is entitled, and shall forthwith declare 
to be elected tU* candidate or candidates 
(9 whoni the majority of vote* have been 
given. 

4. ■When any municipality han adopted the 
voting machine as their mode of conducting 
ele<:tlons, all clauses in the Municipal Elec- 
tions Act coalllctlng with this act shall not 
apply to the conduct of elections In said 
municipality, so long as the use of the 
voting machine for conducting election* 
shall be maintained in said municipality.

Perhaps I 
was rush in proposing a remedy without 
suflicicnt knowledge us to its feasibility 
I should have thought, however, that 
these schools might be made self-support- 
ing by tho imposition of suitable fees, 
Mr. Enton thinks not. If he is right 
and the general taxpayer cannot be re- 
lieved in that way, or by an endowment 
raised by voluntary subscription, then, in 
my opinion, the High schools should be 
closed. Mr. Eaton says " he does not 
know of any part of the world in which 
higher education is made self-support- 
ing." I take him to moan state edacn- 
tion, and I submit that even if that is 
the case it does not touch my argument. 
Two or more wrongs cannot make one 
right, and I would ask Mr. Eaton if he 
knows of any other part of the world 
where one-fifth of the whole geueral 
revenue is spent on education.

Could he not be called upon to suggest 
some scheme for this sidi' of the bridge 
and Victoria West, where from eyes and 
nose I should judge that in the matter 
of drainage every man did that which 
was right in his own eyes. I was ask- 
ing a workiiigiiian iiow they managed 
ill ICsquimalt village. '•Oh." said ho, 
" we cliiU'Us our dirt into our neighbors' 
liai-U garcliiigs when they ain't a-looking;

BRITISH OFFICERS. 

■Sir: "Vacancif.-^ among olflcers to be nil- 
cil li.v prenioilon from the ranks."' 

On ilie front i)age of last ulglifs Times 
inul today's Celunlst .iiipear Ilie above 
reiuling. Tlio Associated I'ress telegram 
g'los (111 to give a long exli-act from a letter 
to one of the Lonilnii piipors, said to bo 
written liy a lirllls^li oflleer 
stated tbat the cla.ss of society from which 
I!rltl.-.h oflleer-^ are drav.n is •■distinctly de- 
geiierateil, due to "laelc of latellectnal 
training, and the dlsslpal Inn and vice of 
tile aristocracy," and'' that by int(?rinarry- 
hig and devotion to athletic sports, the 
class so largely supplying ofilcers will con- 
sist of splendidly developed Ullols. ' 

Has aaythlDK more uugeiiermis and untrue 
been disscmlDntcd through the length and 
lireadtb of the land? 

It Is utterly false that there Is an ab- 
sence of intellectual cnltur? atAongHt Brit- 
ish offlcors la these days. This mujt be so, 
lis yeor. after year the e.\amluutlons, gener- 
al and technical, have become more and 
more .severe, so mneh so that there are 
hundreds of yoimg Itrltlshers la every col- 
ony who have had nominations and failed 
to pass for cavalry and Infantry: how mucli 
llio more for :!r(itlery and englnei.Ts ! In 
fact, It Is milversally admitted that such a 
high standard conhl net be sustained were 
any special call nuiile for the army. Of 
course there was a time— the I'enlnsular 
and Waterloo and. Just up to tho Crimea— 
when there was no examination ^t all, but 
practically none of those officers are now 
left. 

Not belonging to tho aristocracy, I can 
say without prejudice that the scions of 
titled families have shown a noble example 
to high and low, as they cannot be suspcct- 
od of socking either rank or pay. Within 
the last few months there have died in bat- 
tle the senior TShgllsh marquis. Major I^ord 
Wluchester, well known as u cultivated 
and estimable man. Lord Ava also was no 
idiot, and many others. Lord Atcheson, 
Lord ICd. Cecil, Lord W. Bentlnck and num- 
erons other peers' sons, were amongst the 
wounded. 

Any one who knows the Kugllsb army Is 
aware that all staff appointments must be 
tilled by men who have held appointments 
previously (and are rapidly dying onl) or 
have pass"d through the .Staff college, for 
which they are not eligible until they have 
served two years In their regiment, and 
which they enter after a most stringent 
competitive examination, and been approved 
(if by the coininander-ln-chlef ; the same In 
passing out. After a twelve-month's resi- 
dence In tho college, further, they serve 
six months In each of the branches of the 
army except that to which they belong. 
They then return to their reglmeats to do 
duty till wanted for. a staff vacancy, a 
greater or less time according to th.dr 
staudlDg on passing out of the college. The 
staff of the army Js justly likened to the 
eyes and rains of the body; every movement 
Is directed by It. I have endeavored to 
show that first having to pass an almost 
prohibitive examination to enter the army, 
and then two years afterwards, having tlK^ 
Staff college curiicnlmn to go through, cov- 
ering anotlnu- two years, of which one Is In 
resldeiieo. the "eyes and brains" cf onr 
service should not be hranded as from an 
"Idiot" class: nor should the regimental 
officers either, wlio have merely to otiey, 
and do It bravely, and uiKiuesllonably these 



second to none la assemblages where offi- 
cers ot othsf powers are present. 

At tuia particular time tue attacK on our 
officers Is tho more especially uncalled for, 
II time when they, one and all, are behav- 
ing with sucli selt-saerlflce as to call for the 
admiration ot all Europe; men who for the 
sake of encouraging their companies refuse 
to seek cover or crouch down, well knowing 
tbat afterwards there would be gri^ater dif- 
lieuHy to luduco the men to rise and some 
(ui from tholr skirmishing positions, the all 
hnimrtant object In view. On more than 
one occasion lately the loss Of offlcers to 
men was as high as fourteen and a half 
per cent., whereas the proportion of offl- 
cers to a company Is three to one hundred. 

I feel curious to know who that "British 
officer" Is who pgnned and published such 
an Ignorant and scurrdoti-i statement. He 
must he some red republlcini seeking to 
have the army, as in France, ready to fra- 
ternize with street barrlcaders whenever a 
mob chose to have a revolution, which un- 
der our present system he recogui/.es as 
practically Impossible. I would lay money 
to marbles that "Itrltish officer" Is not and 
never was a combatant officer, and have 
a very slirewd suspicion I can name ivhat 
commission be had or holds. He must l>e 
Ignorant of the fact '.liat with the excep- 
tion of Paul .Methuen, and perhaps Sir Red 
vers Ruller, etc., every general of the num 
hers now serving In.Afrlca Is Just-a member 
(if a respectable English family of the 
standing ot on ordinary English country 
family, and nothing more. Roberts, Bullcr, 
White, Yule, Kitchener, Olery, 'Hunter, 
naden-PowclI, etc., not a degenerated, 
iiloatcd aristocrat in the crowd, nor yet 
one tending towards Idiocy, 

How any paper olj the standing of tho 
London Dally Chronicle came to give space 
to siieli an untruthful, vindictive elYuslon 
against Itrltish officers, and at such a time, 
Is a mystery to me. I know whereof 1 
write, for.my brothers and 1 are, and were, 
four of thom.

Also, promotion to the grade of officer, i.e. 
company officer. Is scarcely earned by 
keeping out of the defaulter ,hoolc,. and the 
luimdrum performance., called 'lor' lu bar- 
rack and camp duties. Somei ftther reward 
should be instituted: ,i, "c 

Promotion for gallantry at first sight 
seems only proper, but take ten such men, 
and I will venture to say that the majority 
of them 'would be found' entirely unfit to 
hold commissions, as some of the Queen's 
hardest bargains arc to be found amongst 
tho most recklessly brave men. I saw a 
man receive llfty lashes for being drunk on 
duty in the trendies, who wore th(> medal 
for "distinguished conduct in the field"; a 
great |illy, l)Ut then we used to have as 
many as slxly prl.ioners lu tho guard tents 
of a night. Other ways should be found to 
reward mere per.sonnl courage. In our ser- 
vl('es it Is too plentiful nn attribute to n\- 
ward with a commission. Again, abroad 



herein be I to make some remarks on the question of 
■ taxation, whhdi Is inseparaliie from the 
land (luestlon: in fact, is at the root of 
the matter. If we had a system of taxa- 
tion. Just in every way, so far as man can 
make it, there would be no necessity to eh- 
Ject to any land grant, as the holders (if 
land Wduld pay Its annual value to the 
|irii\ lace. 

I'ast cxperleiiee in this jirdvince has 
lireviii that the giving away of iinbllc lands 
for the cdnstructldii ef publhr works is n 
failure, that it lias defeated its own oliject, 
settlement being discouraged in every way. 

Tile chief fault Is to be found in the laws 
of taxation, which discriminate lu favur of 
land held out of use, practically paylug a 
premium to the holder of wild laud and Im- 
posing the burden of taxation on the man 
wlio Is doing bis best to develop the re- 
sources of tho province. We find that the 
capitalist and the worker alike are taxed 
on their products, through the unjust sys- 
tem of taxing Improvements, personal pro- 
perty. Incomes, etc. Everyone knows that 
the man who builds a house, a barn, raises 
horses or cattle, or Is in a mercantile or 
manufacturing business is taxed, or we 
might say fined, every year for improving 
the Cduntry nnd making it more lit for oc- 
cnpatldn, while the man who has land 
which he does not use and who. In many 
cases, does not live In the province, pays 
piobahly onl.v -."> or liO per cent, of the 
nniount of taxes wlileli the occupier of the 
ndjdlnlng land pays, though hl.s land In- 
creases la value hy roasou of the public 
improvements made by the other man's 
taxes. 

Now with regard Id this M,0(X) acre grant. 
This -Montana syndicate is iionest, as It 
(iocs not hesitate to say what Its object is 
la making this proposition, vl/,., it expects 
to sell the land for more than it cost. This 
is all right from the syndicate's piiint of 
view: lint wliere does the henefit to the 
province come In? 'I'iie syiHllcate Is only 
following the rule which we all try to fol- 
low, the "line of least resistance," aud we. 
that Is the people of liritlsli Columbia, 
should do the same, and keep the land oUt 
ot these speculators' hands, or we shall 
regret It. 

I should like to see the gdvernmont survey 
nnd lay out a towuslte on Kltlinaat Arm. 
at the point most suitable for Insuring good 
drainage, having regard also to Its snltubil- 
lly as a terminus for transcontinental nnd 
steamship lines; then say these town lots 
are for lease only nt their atmual rental 
value, no further taxes will he Imposed, but 
an public Improvements are made, the rent 
of the lots will he advanced accordingly. 
'I'lien survey about 5.000 acres of good agri- 
iiltural land, that which is easiest cleared 
11(1 drained,' dividing it into 10 acre lots, 
'hen give to aiidul 100 men work on this 
wagon road, giving preference to the les- 
sees (if land in the settlement. Those wlio 
rented Wdiild lie glad Id pay ."lO cents per 
acre per year as rent for this land, if they 
were assured tliat iki other form ef tax- 
ation would be imposed. Tills would bring 
in $2.(KK) for the agrienltnral land; then 
there wdiild he at least an eiinal amount of 
revenue from the business and residence 
lols in the tdwnslte. We could figure on 
at least 1,00(1 individuals iu tills little set 
llenieni; tills would hrlng In from tiio Dom- 
inion gdvernnient per capita grant of 80 
( ents per head, the sum of .$SIKI, making a 
total (if .'i;4,S(KJ. 'Pills would pay Interest 
and something for a sinking fund on the 
estimated cost of the road. Then as popn- 
lalion Increased, the value of land would 
alsd Increase, thus allowing of more pub- 
lic works, the expense of which would al- 
ways bo more than met by the revenue from 
ground rent. 

As "example Is better than precept," 
let mo give an Illustration showing liow 
land value would always be suflllcent for 
all demands la any reasonably well gov- 
erned community. The San Francisco Ex- 
.■iniliier of Octoher 10, ISOO, contains this: 
The Lincoln school lot ou the southeast 
corner iif Market and Fifth streets. In San 
l''i-ancl,ic(i, furnishes a reliable basis for cal- 
eiilalldii. The city owns a lot '27.'> feet on 
Market street iiy a depth of 100 feet on 
■'■■Ifth siroot. A:-, act of tlie legislature ap- 
proved March liO, 1.S71, authorized the 
board of supervisors to lease this lot for 
twenty years to the highest bidder. The 
lioard made eleven subdivisions of the lot 
and leased them to different persons nt 
difi'erent rents per front foot. The aver- 
age rent per front foot per month fur the 
last five years of the twenty .vear term was 
$11.00, or ?1,'59.20 per front foot tor one 
year. It li a little over two miles from the 
Junction of Valencia and Market 'streets to 
the foot of tho latter street;, and Fifth 
street Is equidistant from •those two points. 
Rents will dcercase towards Valencia and 
liieroase towards the ferry, so that tho 
rents of these lots would be very nearly 
the average for the whole of Maket .itrcft 
from Valencia to East. The whole num- 
iier of linear feet on both sides of Market 
street from Valencia ta East is 'Jri.t!.")!. 
which after deducting Ti.-tOO linear feet for 
street openings, there remains 20,234 feet of 
frontage on the street nvallalile for tiiisi-

considerable part of the frontage of these 
accepted streets Is nearly as valuable for 
business purposes as the frontage ou Mar- 
ket street. These figures go to show con- 
clusively that tlie ground rents of .San Fran- 
cisco would more than suffice to meet all 
the expneses ct the federal, state and mun- 
icipal governments. Aud that the average 
rent of $11.00 p-ir foot per mont^^,Jald,lo^ 
the last five years of the term^for the idn- 
coln school lot was not excessive. Is shown 
by the fact that fifty feet formerly so rent- 
ed is now leased to a new lessee for j$"20 
a month, or $14.40 per front foot per month, 
although the lease Is for two years only, and 
was taken during the prevailing depres- 
slou. The whole of the rent paid to tlie 
city for those lots was ground rent, a.? all 
the liuildings on them were erected by the 
lessees. Thos. G. Shearman, In his valuable 
work on "Natural Taxation," figures out 
that 5!) por cent, ot the gronnd rents of 
Great Britain would suffice to pay all tho 
expenses of tlic British government, 44f^ 
per cent, of tlio gnumd rent for the whole 
United States would be sufficient tb meet 
all the expenses of all tho governments, 
federal, state and municipal, 45V4 per cent. 
In Connecticut and 48 pCT cent, la the 
city of Boston. After a careful exaulBa- 
tlou of the subject he reaches the conclu- 
sion that "ground rent will at all times. In 
all places and In all circumstances, exceed 
the entire cost of necessary government." 

This being so, why should we give away 
our most valuable lands for the construc- 
tion of a wagon road'; Let iis keep our 
road-making and our land to ourselves, and 
be our own landlords, 'I'Ik! cost of col- 
lecting the revenue uuder this system would 
be small compared to tlie cost under the 
ordliiar.v system. 

From time to time wo see advocated In tho 
press the advisability ot reinilting cert;iln 
taxes, giving fre(_' water, etc., in order to 
er.cdiirage tile establlsliiiieiil of inaaufac- 
turliig Liislnesses. If this Is good for a 
few, why not for all? Of conrso, under the 
plan advocated, there would be no land- 
lord, and as the rent paid would be return- 
ed In Improvements, there would actually 
be no taxation. I think this of Itself would 
commend the plan to inauufactiirers and 
business men generally. There Is no qoes- 
tlon as to the desirability (if this road or 
any other. The only thing lo be settled is 
tlie policy which shall ultra. l a iidpulat Ion. 
and I think tiie plan oiililiie.l aliiive Is like- 
ly to have better results than will be at- 
tained under ordlnarj' conditions. ■

New York, Feb, 4.— Cabling to the 
Tribune from tLoudon under. .Saturday's 
■date, Mr. Isaac N. Ford says: 

" The week ending to-day has been the 
most critical period of tho war, although 
jio battle has -been fought and no new 
reverse has been sustained. There was 
a black week In December when the 
army corps which had been expected to 
march in triumph to Pretoria was de- 
feated at three points. Those disasters 
were borne with fortitude and self-con- 
.trol, because the nation, while bitterly 
disappointed, was not cost down but 
confident of tbe ultimate success. 

"Buller's retreat across the Tugela 
after Splon Kop has been a less serious 
reverse from n military point of view, 
since it has been quickly followed by 
evidence that oCtortH for the relief of 
.Ladysmith will not be delayed, yet tbe 
condiliouB of public opinion have been 
more nlarmeil than when Gatacre, 
Metliuen and lluller failed during a 
single ■week. This has been because 
there have been innny signs that the 
endurance of the nation is giving out, 
and that, while success may be a cer- 
tainty by virtue of superior resources, 
the iOnglisli people may not have the 
patience and grit to wait for it. 'i'lic 
armi(!B have not been on trial this week, 
but parliiiineiit and tbe country have 
been subjected to a supremo test of 
faith in the encrpics utid virtues of 
.\nglo-Sa.xoii blood and the resources of 
modern progress. 

"To Americans with memories of the 
storm aud stress of the civil war, the 
Drilish casualty list may Reoni trivial 
and the reverses of the army in the field 
of slight consequence; but the strain 
here is intense and wearying, for the 
system of Iiuperial defence which has 
been ecjual to all emorgoncies of a glori- 
ous reign has .shown signs of breaking 
down under tho resistance offered by 
two feeble little republics. 

" It is frankly admitted by the press 
of both parties that parliament has not 
a,)ipcared to good advantnge during the 
week of trial and searching of heart. 
The Prime Ministev-^-iibose- the wrong 
moment for the dlscovety that the Brit- 
ish constitution was not a good fighting 
machine. Air. BaUonr has been limp 
and listless when he should have been 
iiitlc.xible and full of faith. The opposi- 
tion has not been well led, ovon from tho 
point of view of party politics, and it 
lias not been insjiirod iiy a high sense of 
obligation in a siipronu! crisis. Mr. 
Chamberlain, Sir William Ilarconrt and 
Mr. .loliii Slorley have not yet spoken, 
but the dehate, with tho single e.xcoption 
of Mr. WyndhanrB apooch has been un- 
[irofitablo and <3isheartening. 

" The smoking room of the Houao of 
f!omnions has been tlio gloomiest cause 
of rumors and laments in England. Any- 
thing could be t(dd there with a group 
of listeners to believe it. One hour it 
lias bi'cii !-eporteil there llial the 
tinanciers of the city were prepuring a 
memorial to tlu' government in favor of 
the eonclusifiii of [leace at the earliest 
Ijossible niomeiit, and the iii^xt hour Dr. 
l/cvds' lali'si .success in organizing the 
forces of I'^nropcan opinitui has bwn con- 
ledcd as a foregone c'onolii^ion, and 
7'resident Kniger's terms for tbe parti- 
tion of South .-\frica have been seriously 
iliscuKsed, with tin' final reflection that 



produce a series of' large moasurps of 
imperial defence, und accompany them 
by the mobilization of the fleet as a 
wuruing that Buropean intervention in 
South African affairs will not be toler- 
ated. That will siifllce to put an cud to 
the Continental campaign of intrigue 
now in progress aguinst i'jugland, similar 
to those followed against tho United 
States during tho war with Spain, 

"Mr. Wnydham's speech has inter- 
fered with the tactics of the dissipated 
black press which has been assailing tho 
government for incapacity and calling 
for reinforcements of 100,000 men. It 
has proved that an array has already 
Uoon moved across the seas and recruit- 
ed with colonial blood, and that there 
is no lack of men, guns, horses or 
mules. The generals must demonstrate 
that there is no lack of brains. 

"Mr. Alfred Ilarnisworth's plea for the 
dismissal of tho government und the 
formation of a ncscbery-Chamborlain 
ministry for Imperial defence, is not un- 
like a tinkling cymbal for beating up 
new subscribers to the Daily .Mail. 
Tho movement for putting in Mr. Spen- 
cer Wilkinson, dramatic critic of the 
.Morning Post, as commandor'in-chlcf of 
the British army, is also retarded, and 
PToakers and pessimists generally are 
demoralized. At the close of this 
gloomy week victories are needed sorely, 
and reserves of patience and patriotism 
even more than victories, but Lady- 
smith has not yet been lost, nor has the 
faith of the English people in their 
armies or themselves bocii shaken,"

The 
letter covered a petition against the clos- 
ing of the road, and further set out that In 
the year 18:.7 .Mr. John Unssell had pur- 
chased the land Involved In the dlsjinte 
from the Iliidson's Hay Company, the tlniil 
payment for the land being made on Hist 
.May, und tho deod being Issued to 

.Mr. Knsscll „n ;K)tb December, 1804. The 
roads were never conveyed to .Mr. Hnssell, 
and therefore ho hud not power to sell the 
lands set out for roads. On I'L'nd .May, 18.-k8, 
Mr. nussell conveyed the land to .Mr. j' 
Nagle. Mr. Nagle bad the land laid o(T in 
lots, the plan being registered In the land 
registry office In Victoria, 27th November, 
ISUl. On this plon, according to which all 
the lots have been sold, the road Is shown 
running through the lots. On the deed 
bsued to Mr. nussell Is a plan showing 
Uie present Cralgflowcr road. Messrs. 
I'ooley and Higglns further submitted that 
the road was a highway connecting the city 
with the (IlstrlctB of Esqulnialt, Metchosla, 
Hlghl.'Uid and Kooke, was In constant us( 
by the reslileiits of these districts and had 
hei'u slm^o 1S.-J-1, That the corpointlon 
should not be allowed to close U|> a well 
estMbllKhed highway made and kept up hy 
the government for about tr, years and the 
resldciils whose Interests were atlectod.
